NEW YORK, (AP)—The 


general assembly of the United 


Nations Saturday gave final approval to a basic plan for world- 
wide arms reduction, including atomic and other weapons of 


mass destruction. 
The long-debated measure 


was approved unanimously. 


The 11-nation security council is to formulate a detailed 
plan which will be submitted to a special session of the assembly 
and then to individual countries for ratification.

OTTAWA, (CP) — The federal 
cabinet has decided some German 
prisoners of war will be allowed to 
remain in Canada, The Canadian 
Press learned authoritatively Thurs- 
day. 

The number involved is not known 
but it is believed to be possibly 200. 

It.also was not known immediately 
on what basis the prisoners would 
be allowed to remain. 

Asked by Employers 

This decision results from negot- 
fations between the governments of 
Canada and the United Kingdom 
and follows requests made by pris- 
oners themselves and by many of 
their Canadian employers that they 
be allowed to remain, 

It was considered likely the pris- 
oners who will stay in Canada will 
be those who were employed as 
farm labor during and after the 
war period. In most cases, those 
| Were the men for whom petitions 
were made by Canadian farmers 
who had found them satisfactory 
workers, 

The last big batch of German 
prisoners still in Canada—totalling 
approximately 2,200—are due to sail

Gasoline Tax 


Field Left to Provinces 
Effective April 1 Next

OTTAWA. — Finance Min- 
ister Abbott announced Satur- 
day that the dominion govern- 
ment has decided to withdraw 
its three-cent tax on gasoline 
sales, effective next April 1, 

Explaining this proposed | 
action, Mr. Abbott pointed | 
out that “the dominion gaso- | 
line tax was put on in war- 
time in order to meet the 
urgent needs of war and it 
was not intended to retain it 
as a feature of the dominion 
tax structure in peacetime 
any longer than was neces- 
sary. 

“It had been regarded as a 
particularly suitable tax for | 
use by provinces to enable | 
them to finance the construc- 
tion and maintenance of high- 
ways,’’ he added. 

“During the last provincial con- | 
ference,” said Mr. Abbott, “it was | 


urged almost unanimously by the 
provinces that the dominion with- 
draw from this field, and the indi-

“Before his retirement as minister

Cut in Gasoline Price 
Is Likely for Alberta 


Premier Manning said Saturday 
the dominion’s gasoline tax deci- 
sion will probably mean a straight 
three-cent reduction in the price 
of gasoline used in agriculture, and 
a one or two-cent reduction in the 
price of all other types, if the com- 
inion continues to pay its present 
subsidy. 

The province, he said, would prob- 


ably not place a tax on purple or | 


agricultural gasoline. He said no de-

gasoline, but it would either be one 
or two cents, “probably one cent.”

| were dropped, it might mean the 
decrease would be absorbed, the 
premier saic. 

“There is strong justification for 
the federal government's continua- 
‘tion of the subsidy,’ Mr, Manning 
stated. “Our reserves of gasoline 
were depleted during the war years 
in the national interests. It would 
be only right for Canada as a whole 
to bear the result of that depletion, 
It certainly would not be fair for 
the province alone to have to bear 
it.”

A report from Ottawa Saturday 
said cases of tuberculosis and ven- 
ereal disease had been discovered 
among the 2,900 Poles recently 
brought to Canada for farm work. 
Officials of the labor department 
were quoted as saying it was ‘still 
not certain” how high the incidence 
of disease would run. One authori- 
{ty said he “doubted” if it would 
amount to 10 percent. 

It is understood that authorities 
have taken steps to make sure none 
of the infected men are “turned 
loose.” Some of the Poles were on 
farms when tuberculosis was dis- 
covered on their X-ray plates. They 
were immediately recalled and all 
those either with tuberculosis or 
venereal disease now are in hospi- 
tal, 

Authorities in Calgary said it was 
safe to assume that all Poles still on 
farms are completely free of dis- 
ease. The men underwent stiff 
medica] examinations, including X-

Tax Change Hits 
Canada’s Hospitals 


Reduction of the tax exemption 
on the income of married women 
under 1947 income tax regulations 
will have a serious adverse effect 
on hospitals through many married 
nurses leaving their jobs, it was 
learned Saturday. 

Although effect of the regulation 
will not be felt until well into the 
new year, it stated that many hos- 
pitals are concerned over the pos- 
sibility of losing many members of 
their nursing staffs. 

Miss Margaret Cogswell, acting 
registrar of the Alberta Association 
of Registered Nurses, said there 
were at least 450 married nurses 
working in Alberta, both in general 
and private practice. She said the 
association had received many pro- 
tests from married nurses. 

In eastern Canada, one hospital 
already has announced it will be 
closing one of its wards Jan, 1 be- 
cause of the shortage of nurses and 
allied married help, such as office 
staff, maids, kitchen help and 
others. Forty-eight married nurses 
in another hospita] have announced 
they will quit at the end of this 
month, a crippling blow, it was said. 

“Nurses all across Canada are 
feeling very keenly about the new 
tax regulations,” said Miss Cogs- 
well, “The result may mean a very 
acute shortage.” 

Hospital councils across the dom- 
inion were said to be protesting to 
the dominion government over the 
possible loss of many members of 
their staffs, and it was suggested 
the new tax regulations should 
make provision for married women 
in essential work.

In the region there were 25,000 
unplaced applicants and 18,000 un- 
| filled vancancies as of Nov. 28. 

Unplaced applicants for all Can- 
ada numbered 143,000, against about 
180,000 at the same time last year. 
| However, there was a seasonal in- 
| crease Over October of 9,000, There 

were 121,000 jobs available, com- | 
pared with 93,000 a year ago. 


Seasonal fluctuations in employ- 
in the prairie region are 
| heavy. Many farm workers. are 
moving to jobs in the woods for 
the winter, attracted by high wages, 
and a sharp downward revision in 
orders has thus occurred in some 
areas. The industry still needs a 
great number of workers, however. 

Some meat packing plants have 
begun seasonal layoffs earlier than 
usual because of small cattle and 
hog shipments. The winter will 
see a growing surplus of workers 
in the prairie, Pacific and mari- 
time regions, while the scarcity of 
many types of workers will probably 
continue in the central regions, the 
department reports.

If the civic betterment campaign of the Ed- 
monton Chamber of Commerce and the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce bears no other result 
than to convince Edmonton people that the 
great future predicted for this city has now pass- 
ed into the period of actual fruition it will 
have been eminently worth while. 

There has. been much glowing talk about 
Edmonton's prospects, What must be under- 
stood is that these “prospects” have arrived,

De-Control No Solution 


It rather looks as though the Canadian 
Federation of Property Owners’ Associations is 
going to make a dead set on the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to get rid of rental control, and also 
to secure freedom to evict tenants. This is to 
be gathered from a radio address by President 
Leclere of Ottawa, 

The Association, he said, does not ask for 
the summary removal of these restrictions. Two 
things are specifically stated to be aimed at;— 

1, A reasonable upward adjustment of rents, 
based on the change in the cost of living index 
Bince the date at which rents were fixed; 

2. A gradual de-control which would protect 
tenants and at the same time offer sufficient 
incentive to private enterprises to build houses, 

No doubt, as argued, the landlord’s cést of 
living has gone up. So has the cost of maintain- 
ing his property, But the tenant’s cost of liv- 
ing has also gone up. How rents could be in- 
creased so as to meet the landlord's increased 
cost of living and doing business without hoist- 
ing the tenant's cost of living is not explained. 

Neither is it suggested how far rents would 
have to go up in order to encourage private en- 
terprise to build houses, 

The basic fallacy in this line of argument is 
that private enterprise could and would supply 
houses for rent within reach of those who need 
houses, if only the builders were allowed to 
boost rentals. It is not true, as stated, that 
“rental control is making rental housing un- 
remunerative”, It is the present day cost of 
building houses that is making such investment 
unprofitable, That cost would certainly not 
come down if rents went up. 

It is true that “rent control is not a solution 
of the housing problem”, Nobody said it was. 


itself 
| 


It is equally true that the housing problem would | 


not be solved by marking up rent to figures 
which tenants could not pay. Merely building 
more houses would not solve the problem eith- 
er. They must be houses rentable at rates which 
can be paid out of the incomes 
need houses, 
of all Canadians for that matter—earn less than 
$2,100 per year, 

If houses are to be built which people with 
ordinary incomes can afford to live in, the only 
way to bring that about with any reasonable 


speed is to subsidize house-building. This 
would give private enterprise the needed in- 
centive to build, while holding rents down to 


figures that tenants could pay. 

Meanwhile rent control and stay of eviction 
proceedings are necessary, despite the hardship 
which may be imposed upon some landlords. They 
are needed to prevent the unscrupulous landlord 
-—and there are such—exacting the last dollar 
that could be squeezed out of a tenant under 
threat to turn his family into the street. 


Busy Times for Santa

Over in Britain the position is different and 
worse, Real toys are scarce, and cardboard and 
other substitute playthings are dearer than the 
others used to be, Sweets and other seasonable 
delights for the little ones—and grown-ups too 


are scarce in the full meaning of the term. It 
is reported, for example, that only one person 
in four will have turkey for the Christmas din- 
ner, 

French toy-makers have been particularly 
busy and the stores are well-stocked, But 
again the prices are high. So high, for in 
Stance, that a French wage-earner would have 
to hand over his pay for a whole month to buy 
a rocking horse for his child, 

In Germany and over the greater part 
of western Europe, Christmas will be just 
another day of rations—perhaps a trifle more 
Satisfying in quantity but not much different 
in kind

the United States, Australiaa New Zealand, 
South Africa, and perhaps the Latin Republics,

This should be heartily approved in the de- 
mocratic countries, Because the subject for dis- 
cussion will be the peace treaty with Germany 
—and Russia deserves such recognition for the 
part it played in breaking the Hitler power. Also 
because the more intimately Russia is brought 
into contact with its allies the less room will be 
left for misunderstanding and prejudice. 

The latter is the more important reason, 
All down the ages Russia has lived in isolation. 
Geography ordained this, and the racial temper- 
ament seemed to find the aloofness agreeable. 
The Soviets‘inherited both the geographic facts 
and the temperamental trend, 

In consequence the foreign ministers have 
had to talk to each other as across a chasm. 
Figuratively as well as literally, Molotov on the 
one side and Byrnes and Bevin on the other “did 
not speak the same language”; while the French 
representative more often than not sided with 
the latter two to make it three-to-one, 

The same cleavage has been observable in 
the Security Council and in the United Nations 
Assembly. 

Isolation breeds suspicion. Silly as i¢ sounds 
believe that the United States and Britain have 
dark designs against them or their country. They 
have said so, many times, and in so many words, 

The meeting of the foreign ministers at Mos- 
cow should do something to allay this suspicion, 
the more so because full publicity is to be giv- 
en to the proceedings. If better acquaintance 
cannot ereate mutual trust, the “one world” ideal 
is simpy not attainable,

To see and tour Boulder Dam is to be convinced 


that the untamed, rugged 


enhanced and even surpassed by the intellect and genius 


of man, 

AS A CANADIAN I had often 
read of this giant of the industrial 
world, I had seen movies of the 
construction and had been im- 
pressed by the fact that the huge 
mass of concrete, steel and electric 
geverating apparatus is North Am- 
erica’s No, 1 tourist attraction, sur- 
passing even mighty and spectac- 
ular Niagara Falls as a magnet, 
drzwing thousands upon thousands 
of sightseers annwally. 

Recently I visited this fabulous 
power plant for the first time. 

I don’t know what is the 
strongest impression carried away 
by the average person who visits 
Boulder Dam. 

But with me two things will 


‘ays be remembered. 
¢: me Boulder Dam presents 

self as something ltkened unto the 
Rock of Ages. Something as close 
to being eternal as man has yet 
constructed, 

EXTERNALLY the only hint of 
power and action is in the boiling 
green white waters of the Colorado 
on the downstream side of the 
dam, perpetually stirred by the 
giant turbine blades in the twin- 
power houses on each side of the 
stream, 

Inside the power plants too the 
scle indication of action is a high 
pleasant hum from 15 gigantic gen- 
erators, each developing 115,000 
horse power. 

The scene inside the two power 
houses, each 650 feet long by 150 
feet high, with floor space covering 
10 acres, tells eloquently that this 
is indeed the power age. 

No sweating, rushing crews of 

rkmen, You have to look around 
%: to spot the few white collared 

gineers and machine tenders, 
ciad in spotless business suits. 

The total numBer of persons em- 
ployed at Boulder Dam, including 
office and administrative staffs, 
does not exceed 100, 

YET THERE is the mightiest pow- 
er plant ever built by man. 

Here in these two almost silent 
buildings, clean as the distart wind 
swept mountain peaks and agleam 
with chromium trimmed generat- 
ors. ts generated the stupendous 
electrical forces that make the city 
of Los Angeles the neon capital 
of the world after nightfall. 

From here comes the control- 
led streams: of living waters that 
meke Southern California the great- 
est vegetable market on earth. 

From Boulder Dam went more 
than half the power used in the 
great war manufacturing plants 
of the southwest during the Second 
World War. 

The traveller has an interesting 
day ahead when he leaves Las 

as, Nevada on the journey to 
Ider Dam. 

A well-informed, Pleasantly-man- 
nered driver-guide is at the wheel 
of the bus that leaves twice daily 
for the great power site. 

LAS VEGAS itself, dubiously 
f»med as the gambling capital of 
the southwest, is about 300 miles 
northeast of Los Angeles. 

You drive about 30 miles east 
of Las Vegas to reach Boulder 
City, a model town, constructed by 
the United States government dur- 
ing construction of the dam, where 
permanent employes and their fam- 
ilies now reside. 

A halt is first made at Hender- 
son, flourishing city of 15,000, built 
entirely since the war to house 
employes at the world’s largest 
basic magnesium plant. 

Henderson is a few miles from 
Boulder City, where the tourists 
enter a movie house to see a pic- 
ture detailing the construction of 
Boulder Dam. Boulder City has 
a permanent population of 3,000. 


HEN THE PARTY lunches be- 
proceeding on the winding 
‘tain highway to the dam it- 

self four miles distant. 

On a high cliff a mile or two 
along the road the tourist gets his 
first glimpse of Lake Mead, the 
beautiful man-made lake form- 
ing the storage reserveir and 
power head for Boulder Dam, 
Lake Mead is the largest artific- 
jal lake in the world, having an 
overall length of 115 miles. It 
as a water surface area of 227 
quare miles and a of 
miles in length. 

When full it has a depth of 589 
and is capable of storing the 
ntire Colorado river average flow 
lor more than two years.

THE GUIDE WHO takes you 
through the dam and complemen- 
tary structures informs you that 
you will first tour the Nevada side 
and finish by ascending on the 
Arizona side, the Colorado river 
being the boundary between the 
two states, 

At the bottom of the shaft you 
walk for about four blocks down

You are right then in the very 
heart of the mighty dam. 

Above your head is the greatest 
mass of concrete and steel ever 
raised by human beings weighing 
6% million tons, 

At your back is the terrifying 
weight of Lake Mead, pressing a- 
gcinst the concrete bastion with 
a pressure of 45,000 pounds per 
square foot. 

EVERBODY, even the talkative 
ones in the party, are silent and a 
little awed we think as our guide 
talks quietly, 

“There is really nothing com- 
plicated, nothing hard to under. 
stand about Boulder Dam, It is very 
simple. It is merely collosal,” he 
remarks as you continue the walk 
toward the front or downstream 
side of the structure. 

Here you pause along the guard 
railing and peer below at the riv- 
er waters, even yet hundreds of feet 
beneath. 

Or you look back up at the 
gently sloping edifice of white 
concrete or straight above at the 
giant moving power cranes that 
lift a loaded freight car from the 
railway above and swing it down 
to the power house level. 

If you expect to witness a man- 
guided cataract of water coming 
from the huge over flow pipes 
running in concrete tunnels along 
the sides of the canyon you are 
doomed to disappointment. 

NO WATER WILL EVER pour 
over Boulder Dam and none will 
ever spurt from the side walls of 
the canyon except in tests. 

So mighty is the storage capac- 
ity of the Lake Mead reservoir that 
successive spring flood waters of 
two years would not top the dam 
crest. And if they should do so, 
giant concrete spillways on both 
sides of the dam along the canyon 
walls, each capable of floating 
battleship, would carry the exnees 
water harmlessly past Boulder Dam 
and discharge it into the river some 
distance down stream , 

So confident are the engineers 
of their flood contro] measure that 
they have plugged the original 
diversion tunnels used to steer the 
water around the dam site during 
construction. 

AFTER BEING SHOWN the 
generators, placed in a neat row 
along the power plant and having 
their capacity described, each is 
capable of furnishing light and 
power to a city of 300,000—you are 
taken to the interior where you 
see the huge penstocks, or main 
inlet pipes, 30 feet in diameter, 
through which a passenger train 
could be driven. 

The pipes had to be fabricated 
in a steel plant built at the dam 


site, because no railway cars could | 


carry such huge loads, 

Taking a pointer, like a school 
teacher the guide stands before 
an illuminated model of Boulder 
Dam and explains all working prin- 
ciples to the visitors. 

“THERE'S REALLY NOTHING 
to it” he says 

“It's just like your home,

HE EXPLAINS the gravity-arch 
cave side of the dam is toward 
Lake Mead. The harder the water 
presses the more firmly it anchors 
the whole structure by driving the 
extreme edges over more firmly 
against the canyon walls. 

Man had never tried to wrestle 
with such terrific forces before so 
Boulder Dam is honeycombed with 
test tunnels, where instruments 
constantly check a thousand and 
one things. The temperature of 
the concrete, if settlement is go- 
ing on, if cracks are showing and 
the like. . 

Soon you enter the elevator 
again and ascend by way of the 
State of Arizona to the dam crest. 
You re-enter the bus and return 
to the Nevada side where you are 
shown scale models of the dam in 
a darkened room. 

A FOLDER TELLING the story 
of Boulder Dam is pressed in your 
hand. Then if you like there is a 
motorboat ride on Lake Mead be- 
fore returning to Las Vegas. 

Boulder Dam is a long way 
from Edmonton, but I think any 
Canadian who has visited it will 
agree with the message from the 
late President Roosevelt given at 
the dedication of Boulder Dam on
